Latest figures available at 
Ottawa show lhal this country is gradually reducing 
the size of Us idle army; but there are still about 
eight million* unemployed in the United Stales 
jurt a little leas than two million* in Great Britain. 
Proportionately, thi* seem* to be the condition nearly 
all over the world. - , , 

While it is now being almost universally acknowl¬ 
edged that until the great trading nations rid them¬ 
selves of the shackles of economic nationalism, and 
GQR again restore a freer flow of commerce, 
ployment w3I remain a grave menace, much could be 
done if statesmen would apply themselvea to the pre- 
vailing unemployment problem on a scale similar to 
that to which they readily resorted during the Great 

War. . . ' 

Mf. Angus Watson. J.P., speaking in his capacity 
as chairman of the Congregational Union (Great 
Britain) recenlly, said: "We provided a capital sum 
of £9,000 millions to finance the Great War an ea- 
penditure which was employed in the work of destruc- 
non. and which brought only devastation in its tram; 
u it too mush to ask the nation to ratio a prosperity 
loan sf only r tenth of this sum with which to restore 
our nations! well-being end give beck to our needy 
citizens the birthright which the war stole from them) 
before the war. Canada's national debt was less 
"than $400,000,000. The sum this Dominion spent 
in its part of that great conflict increased the national 
debt by more than two billions of dollars. I ne 
question which Mr. Watson asked of the Congrega¬ 
tional Union ol Great Britain might be asked of the 
people of Canada at the present time. 

' It is too early, of course, for the newly-installed 
Prime Minister of Canada to apply his policies for 
correcting the economic conditions which have been 
hampering this country for the last few years; we do 
know, however, that he will lose no time in formulating 
a programme calculated to increase the Dominion s 
business with the outside world. Dial acco mplis hed, 
with consequent improved conditions, the country sWl 
has national wealth aggregating more than >30.- 
000.000—which ought to be good enough securely 
for a Canadian prosperity loan sufficiently large to put 
Canadian unemployed to work. To quote Mr. Watson 
again gpd his plan for Great Britain: 

"Our nation has capital resources which have been 
variously estimated to amount from thirty to fifty 
thousand millions. Let us take the smaller figure as the 
basis for our argument. Raising a capital sum of 
one thousand millions (or about 3 per cent of our 
capital resources) would cost the country.-if-net in¬ 
come earning, thirty millions a year by way of interest. 
A large portion of this sum would be provided by 
the savings resulting from the reduction m unemploy¬ 
ment benefit.” 

Mr. Wstsou is quoted by many British news- | 
papers as a layman who points out that a prosperity 
loan on the lines he lays down is one "wh“J> certainly 
should cost the nation almost nothing." His chief 
plea, however, is for ection at once; he wants a capital 
sum of $5.00Q,000,000 which, partially applied, 
would, in -hw opinion, pul over the National Housing 
Plan, not in soventy years, but in five jrears. He 
docs not look ktndfy on the idea that tt wiH take' 
seventy years to rid Britain of its slums—that is the 
period estimated. 

We, in Canada, moreover, ought to beer in mind 
that we have an area of 3,700.000 square miles with 
..only about eleven millions of people, and we, too. 
'■jhsve slums. There is a great "opportunity before the 
"new government, of which, we are confident, it will 
take hill advantage. ' ..

SLOWPROGRESS 

A lthough a month has elapsed 

since the Italians began their invasion of 
Ethiopian territory no actual battle has been fought. 
Aduwa in the north was evacuated by the defenders, 
while in the south end southeast the Italian armies 
have been dragging theu weary courses through the 
Ogaden desert without any opposition. The Ethi¬ 
opians have no intention of presenting any formidable 
resistance until the invading forces have reached the 
forbidding mountainous country in which their mechan¬ 
ized armament will be of little use. The reason given 
by Rome for the slow progress is that the Italians 
have been consolidating as they have gone along, but 
every army does that The real reasoo is the difficult 
character of the country, it? maze of waterless desert, 
high mountains, roadless ravines and valleys. 

One invading army has for its objective the town 
of Harar, a few miles from the railroad which runs 
from Jibuti, the seaport of French Somaliland, to 
(Addis Ababa, over which the Ethiopians receive their 
supplies. This country, however, is marked by physical 
obstacles of aa almost insurmountable cberacter. It 
waa them that an Italian column, lured by the ap¬ 
parent friendliness of the inhabitants, found itself con¬ 
fronted with warriors who were anything but friendly, 
and waa forced to retreat after losing a considerable 
quantity of equipment Unexpected rains also have in¬ 
terfered with the progress of the southern Italian armies. 

Mussolini, of course, capitalized the easy pre¬ 
liminary advances of the Italians in the north, but no 
importance was attached to these gains by competent 
military observers in Paris and London. Of one 
thing we may be sure, end that it that Rome will not 
make public a single Italian reverse, that it will do its 
utmost.in. prevent the real news ol the war crossing 
i - the frontier from France, and lhal ihe genius nf 
Marconi, who has been sent to Eritrea, will be de¬ 
voted to jamming broadcasts from die Ethiopian side. 

’ Dictators dare not repor' reverses: they must record 
only victories, and if all of the Italian armies in Ethi- 
opia were wiped out the Italian people Would tot hear 
oi it irons Rome. 


SHOULD REORGANIZE 

r IE CONSERVAIIVE OPPOSITION IN 

the House of Commons now standi at thirty- 
nine. Of that representation twenty-five are from 
Ontario. East of the Ottawa River and to the At¬ 
lantic there are only six supporters of Mr. Bennett, five 
of whom are from Quebec and one from the three 
Maritime Provinces. There are only eight between 
the Great Lakes and the Pacific, five of whom are 
'from British Columbia. 

On the other hand, there is e fairly general dis¬ 
tribution of Liberal seals in the venous sections of 
the Dominion. There are fifty-six straight followers 
of Mr. King in Ontario and a similar number in 
Quebec, although the five Independent-Liberal mem¬ 
bers from the old province Will align themselves with 
the government party, which will give Quebec a voting 
strength on the Liberal side in the House of sixty-ooe. 
In the Maritime Provinces there are twenty-five 
Liberals ’out of twenty-six members. Between the 
Greet Lakes and the Pacific there are thirty-four 
straight Liberal members, two Liberal-Progressives and 
one Independent Liberal. Notwithstanding the pre- 
ponderance of Liberal members from Ontario and 
Quebec, the party is well represented throughout the 
rest of Canada. ..... 

The Manitoba Free Press concludes from this 
analysis that the Conservative party has been too sec¬ 
tional. and that the presence in the House of twenty- 
five Ontario members of tie Conservative opposition 
out of a total of thirty-nine is the sequel to a policy 
which has been devised foi sectional purposes. But 
there are other reasons, one of them being the weak¬ 
ness of provincial Conservative parties. Ia British 
Columbia, Alberta and Saskatchewan they are in rums, 
while the resull_fif provincial elections in Ontario 
and the Maritime Provinces left them in a stale of 
utter demoralization. 

It is not good for the country for a great party 
to suffer so complete a wreck, and unless iu provincial 
organizations reconstitute themselves Conservatism will 
give way to one of the other groups which have emerged 
during the last five years. In British Columbia the 
party has been nothing but a ghost for several years. 
Indeed, the present condition of the party throughout 
Canada may ha so discouraging to its supporters that 
it may not recover at all unless its provincial branches 
get upon their feet 

A Toronto report predicts the early retirement of 
Mr. Bennett from public life. This prediction has 
some substance based upon the record of political 
history in Canada, which shows that the Conservative 
party invariably gets rid of leaders who fail to win 
elections. Mr. Bennett, for whom glaring placards 
advised the electors to vole and "stand by Canada." 
eventually will be blamed by the party for its over- 
throw, and we may be sure the party organizers ere 
looking for a successor already. 

Mussolini’s idea of the League of Nations is an 
institution to help the strongest of Us members despoil 
the weakest of them. The ultimate sequel probably 
will show that he also conceives it to-be an establish¬ 
ment for the rescue of^aly from the financial em¬ 
barrassment which will arise from its onslaught upon 
Ethiopia. This would not be the first time e nation 
of Europe made war upon other countries without 
provocation and then, after being defeated, borrowed 
money from them to pay for ha adventure. Germany 
made war upon most of the world and then borrowed 
from her foes the funds with which to defray the in¬ 
debtedness her madness imposed Upon her. and to 
facilitate her recovery in other ways. , .

Capltaligm, he eald, did for a long 
time appear a reasonably fair system. | 
It had the fairness of an honestly con- | 
ducted lottery. In which the winnings i 
for the lucky players were high. 

Under the capitalist system help | 
was given to the victims of natural ; 
circumstances as a matter of charity, 
not as duty. Por some this system was 
still satisfactory. Others saw that the 
people who suffered through the In¬ 
troduction of new techniques In In¬ 
dustry should not bear the. burden 
alone, but that the weight should be 
distributed evenly over the whole com¬ 
munity. 

In considering the distribution of 
property, he said. It was^neceasary to 
ask the question, “Do people deserve 
the Incomes they get?" 

Under the present system wages 
represented payment for services 
In proportion to the willingness 
of people to purchase those ser¬ 
vices. Irrespective of the needs 
of the man who was selling them. 
The willingness to purchase depended 
on the earnings of the persons who 
were likely to purchase, so that each 
income was really dependent on all 
other incomes. 

STANDARDS OF JUSTICE 

Pour possible standards of social 
Justice were reviewed by Professor 
Angus, who pointed out that even the 
conceptions of the term varied en¬ 
ormously between each individual, 
according to his circumstances. 

The standard moat respected to-day 
was that of what might be termed 
honesty; the preservation of the 
vested Interests not of a monopolis¬ 
tic few, but of all men.

Angus of the faculty of \he Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia,

The lecture was the seoond of a 
series of four. The first waa given by 
Professor Angus on Monday of last 
week. It and the second aimed at 
raising questions in the minds of the 
audience for study and consideration 
In January Profecsor Augus will re¬ 
turn to discuss with his audience the 
answers which they have found. 

It waa necessary, said Professor 
Angus, that people look upon the 
conditions under which they lived aa 
reasonably fair for two reasons; first, 
that of social security, that they 
admit the right of the ruling power; 
seoood. that of stimulation of effort.

Second, there was the danger of too I 
rapid change, disappointing too many | 
men of the expectations which they . 
had come to look upon as reasonable, 
and causing active opposition and ex¬ 
cessive discontent. 

Third, vii the danger of the rate 
of change being cut of step with the 
degree of consent of the community 
M a whole. Por changes so vast, more 
than the parliamentary *‘50 per cent 
plus one'* majority of consent was 
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This standard of honesty might b# 
compared to that of a good bookie or 
an honest bank at a gambling table. 

Under some circumstances honesty 
must give way to greater necessities. 
There wss a greet dlffernce in opin¬ 
ion in each community aa to how 
harsh those circumstances must be 
before the break took place. Aa an 
example of such a break with con¬ 
tracted obligations. Professor Angus 
quoted the Australian depression slo¬ 
gan. "Babies before bonds.** 
STANDARD OF SERVICE 

The second possible standard of 
social Justice was that of services 
rendered to the community. It eras 
the principle of “If a man does more, 
give more." 

The question would be a simple one 
If all men had equal opportunities. 
Then all would subscribe to this prin¬ 
ciple. 

But the test of service was a diffi¬ 
cult one. It was hard to set a stand¬ 
ard for the value of service. To-day 
the market for service wss measured 
by the demands of people witl^ In¬ 
comes. not the whole community.

JUSTICE BETWEEN NATIONS 

Leaving the case of the individual 
In the community, Professor Angus 
turned to the world sphere, and asked 
whether the same principles of social 
Justloe as were applied between men 
should or should cot be applied be¬ 
tween nations. 

He asked whether countries poorly 
endowed with natural resources had 
any claim against countries more 
richly provided. There wss no charity 
between nations under the present 
system, although some were Inclined 
to borrow from other nations, from 
individuals In other nations, or from 
Individuals within tJielr:Olrh borders, 
and then plead poverty ss a reason 
for non-payment.
